In other words, supplemental items regarding facilities 
are stored irrespective of POI categories (such as convenience stbrjw). 
convenience store is primarily designed for providing retail sales 
service. However, in the vehicle navigation system of the preset t 
store POI is stored so as to be correlated with the supplemental item 
result, a user can readily determine where (at which point of intent) 
supplemental item by inputting the desired supplemental item, 
which the POI offering the restroom service is classified.
